To the inhabitants of Little Boar’s Head, a Village District in the Town of 
North Hampton, New Hampshire, organized under the provisions of Chapter 
196, Session Laws of 1905, qualified to vote in District affairs, greetings: 

You are hereby notified to meet at Union Chapel, 7 Willow Avenue in said 
District on the first Tuesday in September next, being the third day of 
September, 2002 at 6:30 p.m. for the following purposes: 

Article One: To elect a Moderator, a District Clerk, a Treasurer, and an 
Auditor for the ensuing year. 

Article Two: To elect one Commissioner for a term of three years 
following the expiration of the term of Charles A. Gordon at the conclusion of 
this meeting. 

Article Three: To hear the reports of the Clerk, the Treasurer, the Zoning 
Inspectors, the Zoning Board of Adjustment, the Commissioners and ethers, 
which reports are printed in this Annual Report, and to take such action as you 
may wish with regard to them. 

Article Four: To see if the Village District will vote to accept in whole or in 
part the Village District Budget as has been submitted to the Municipal Budget 
Committee of the Town of North Hampton, and has been approved by them, 
which budget is included in this Annual Report. 

Article Five: To take such action as the Village District may wish to give 
the Treasurer of the Village District authority to borrow money in anticipation 
of taxes upon the written request of at least two of the Commissioners, and to 
dispense the funds of the Village District with the approval of at least one of the 
Commussioners. 

Article Six: To see if the Village District will authorize the Commissioners,

or any two of them, to apply for, to accept, and to expend without further action 
by this Village District, moneys from the Federal Government, from the State of 
New Hampshire or from private sources in accordance with the provisions of 
Revised Statutes Annotated, Chapter 32. 

Article Seven: To see if the Village District will authorize the 
Commissioners, or any two of them, as agents, to transfer funds from the Little 
Boar’s Head Improvement Fund into the Operating Account, and/or to deposit 
funds from the Operating Account into the Little Boar’s Head Improvement 
Fund, which Fund is administered by the Trustees of Trust Funds of the Town 
of North Hampton, as may be necessary to carry on the work of the Village 
District. 

Article Eight: To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may be 
necessary for the purposes included in the budget, including the extinguishing of 
fires, the lighting or sprinkling of streets, the planting and care of shade or 
ornamental trees, the supply of water for domestic or fire purposes, the 
construction and maintenance of main drains and common sewers, the 
construction, maintenance and care of parks and commons, the maintenance of 
activities for recreation, the control of pollen, insects and pests, the 
impoundment of water, the maintenance of roads, the appointment and 
employment of watchmen and police officers, the enactment and enforcement 
of zoning regulations, and all other miscellaneous District expenses for the 
ensuing year. 

Article Nine: To transact such other business as may legally come before 
this meeting.

REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS 

The Commissioners are happy to report that 2001 — 2002 was a year of 
business mostly as usual. 

The Little River Marsh Restoration was completed and signs of 
improved health of the salt water marsh ecosystem have already been noted. 
Plans are still in the formative stage for the restoration of the Bass Beach Marsh. 
The District has contributed monetarily to this next important project. 

Last fall we were concerned when an Exeter resident, who had obtained 
permission from a member of the New Hampshire Highway Department, had a 
plaque installed on one of the boulders at the end of Atlantic Avenue, on Route 
1A. We have always had a most cooperative arrangement with the Highway 
Department, where they have directed such matters to the commissioners for 
their decision. We have re-stated the guidelines for placement of any memorials, 
of any sort, on our walkways and thoroughfares, and the State Highway 
Department is completely in agreement with our management of this issue. We 
decided several years ago that our lovely shoreline was adequately furnished with 
benches/memorials in place from south of the Fish Houses to Fox Hill Point. 

Our sidewalk rebuilding program moved along in July with the removal 
of old, and installation of new, sidewalk on the west end of Sea Road. We feel 
fortunate to have Ricci Construction willing to do our “small” sidewalk jobs. 
We do need a professional team to do this work but most of the big paving 
companies are not interested in our modest rebuilding plan. The cost for this 
job, 132 linear feet, is yust under $7,000 . We will continue with our sidewalk 
repair and will also have to spend additional money on the boardwalk atop the 
shale pile just south of the Rye Beach line. 

Our new streetlight is functioning at the intersection of Atlantic Avenue 
and Sea Road. Our other three streetlights have had their challenges, mostly 
because of age, but seem to be operative a great deal of the tume. The base of 
the streetlight at Atlantic Avenue and Ocean Boulevard was replaced in the fall — 
thankfully before it fell down on anyone or anything. 

There may need to be some revision of our Zoning Ordinance, enacted 
in 1937 and revised at intervals. The Planning Board will meet in the early fall to 
consider these changes. Please watch for notices of these meetings and public 
hearings. Notices are posted on the District bulletin board at Union Chapel and 
in the Town Offices as well as being published in the Portsmouth Herald at the 
appropriate interval before such meeting. This is the opportunity for residents 
to voice opinions and participate in this process. 

2005 will mark one hundred years since the establishment of the Little 
Boar’s Head District by act of the New Hampshire Legislature. Should we have 
an event to mark the occasion? Any thoughts would be welcome.

REPORT OF THE 2001 ANNUAL MEETING 


Minutes of the Annual Meeting of the Village District of Little Boar’s 

Head, held in Union Chapel, Willow Avenue, North Hampton, New Hampshire, 
on Tuesday, September 4, 2001, commencing at 6:30 p.m. Notice of the meeting 
had been posted on the bulletin board outside Union Chapel and in the offices 
of the Town of North Hampton. 
The meeting was called to order by A. Michael: Burnell, Moderator of the 
meeting, who introduced the Village District Commissioners in attendance: 
Katherine Southworth and Charles Gordon (the latter, in his capacity as Village 
District Clerk, recorded the minutes of the meeting). 

The Moderator then took up the year 2001 District Warrant Articles, as 
follows: 

Article One: The following were unanimously elected or re-elected to 
District offices for 2001-2002: A. Michael Burnell, Moderator, Charles A. 
Gordon, Clerk; and Walter E. Rogers, Auditor. Noting that Craig Schreck having 
resigned as Treasurer during the prior year, the Moderator explained that 
Commissioner Katherine Southworth has since then been performing the duties 
of that office. Mrs. Southworth was unanimously elected as Treasurer. 

i Article Two: Katherine Southworth, whose term as Commissioner 
expired at the conclusion of the Annual Meeting, was unanimously re-elected 
Commussioner for a term of three years. 

Article Three: The reports of the Clerk, Treasurer, Zoning Inspectors, 
Zoning Board of Adjustment and Commissioners of the District were 
unanimously accepted as printed in the 2000-2001 Annual Report of the District, 
dated August 22, 2001. 

Article Four: The District Budget for 2001-2002, printed on page 14 of 
the Annual Report and approved by the North Hampton Municipal Budget 
Committee, was unanimously accepted as printed. 

Article Five: Was unanimously approved as printed in the Annual 
Report. 

Article Six: Was unanimously approved as printed in the Annual 
Report. 

Article Seven: Was unanimously approved as printed in the Annual 
Report. 

Article Eight: Was unanimously approved as printed in the Annual 
Report. 

Article Nine (Other Business): 

Pat Meyers announced that Janice Mellian has received an award from 
New Hampshire Preservation Alliance for her outstanding contribution to the 
North Hampton/Little Boar’s Head Heritage Walks Program and Pat reminded 
Village District residents and property owners that they may obtain copies of the 
illustrated guide prepared in conjunction with that program. 

Commussioner Charles Gordon reported that, as requested at the last 
Annual Meeting, he had contacted Doug DePorter of the New Hampshire 
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Department of Transportation, District 6, and Bob Strout of the Town of North 
Hampton Highways Department regarding removal of sand from sidewalks. He 
noted that by late spring of this year, much of the sand on Ocean Boulevard 
(Route 1 A) had been removed by the Department of Transportation, in 
connection with repaving and relining of that roadway. However, he reported 
that the State would not undertake to remove said accumulated on sidewalks. 
Similarly, the Town Highway Department did not have the equipment, resources 
Of manpower to remove sand from sidewalks state roads in the Village District. 
Accordingly, those who wish to have sand removed from sidewalks in front of 
their properties are advised to make private arrangements for such work. 

Ronald Martignetti noted that the Town police had recently been 
ordering the removal of dogs (even those on leashes) from the state beach and 
he asked whether the police were so acting within their authority. Commissioner 
Gordon explained that jurisdiction over the state beach rests entirely with the 
State of New Hampshire, and that the police have the power to enforce all 
regulations pertaining to the state beach, including those prohibiting dogs. 

Henry Mixter, Chairman of the North Hampton Conservation 
Commission, reported that the Little River Salt Marsh Restoration Project has 
been completed, and, on behalf of the Commission and the Town of North 
Hampton, he thanked the many Village District residents and property owners 
whose active participation, monetary gifts and support contributed to the 
Project’s success. In particular, Mr. Mixter thanked Katherine and Robert 
Southworth for allowing the temporary removal of their fishhouse, which was 
necessary to install the twin culverts connecting the marsh to the ocean under 
Route 1 A. Mr. Mixter also described the preliminary steps that have been taken 
in connection with the proposed restoration of the Bass Beach Marsh, which lies 
between Old Locke Road and Ocean Boulevard, extending into the Town of 
Rye. 

Speaking on behalf the Commissioners and the residents of the Village 
District, Charles Gordon thanked Ron Martignetti for the greatly appreciated 
voluntary service he has been and continues to provide our community in litter 
removal. 

There being no further business, the meeting was adjourned at 8:30 p.m.
